8 t . L ou is, June 3.—The Republican 
says: 
The contest for the honor of pre­ 
siding over the Democratic National Con­ 
vention assumed large proportions yes­ 
terday. 
The Californians, with their 
neua! energy, worked their W hite boom, 
and with their hearty, good-natured, 
cheery ways, made friends on all sides. 
One of the serious obstacles in the way, 
a p to la s t night, was the opposition of 
Nenator Hearat. 
It seems th at as a 
m em ber of the California State Senate, 
W hite opposed th e nomination of H earst 
for United 8tates Senator in the Demo­ 
cratic caucus, H earst in tarn opposing 
putting the gavel of the tem porary p re ­ 
siding officer of th e National Convention 
in th e hands of W hite. 
All day yester­ 
day the m utual friends of W hite and 
H earst labored with the Senator, and at 
last succeeded in inducing him to with­ 
draw his opposition. This was a big 
point won for W hite, as H earst’s influ­ 
ence with the National Committee m ight 
have been sufficient to defetet his aspira- 
“ ms. 
Last night there was a conference held 
at the Southern Hotel of m em bers of the 
National Committee at present in ttie 
city. Among those present were C hair­ 
man B&rnum, Senator Gorman, Holt of 
Texas, Fordyce of Arkansas, Tarpey of 
California, Scott of Pennsylvania, and 
Meade of Arizona. The situation was 
thoroughly discussed. The claims of the 
Pacific Coast were considered and the 
qualifications of W hite weighed. The 
conference finally agreed to recommend 
to the fall m eeting of the com m ittee on 
Monday th at S te p h en jffW h ite, of Cali­ 
fornia, be selected LflWeinporary Chair­ 
m an. 
It is hardly necessary to say that 
the Californians are duly happy. I t is 
alm ost a certainty 
that Stephen M. 
W hite, of California, will be selected for 
‘ nporary C hairm an, and the cotnmit- 
¡ will select a m an for permanent 
airm an who will be recommended to 
i Convention by the Committee on 
Perm anent Organization. 
THE 8II.VBR PLANK. 
A representative group of m en were at 
ie Southern, deeply engrossed in the 
political situation. Prom inent among the 
members of the party, was H on. 8. M. 
W hite, Lieutenant Governor of Califor­ 
nia. Wm. D. English, delegate-atrlarge 
and C hairm an of the Democratic State 
Central Committee of th at State, J . W. 
Dorsey, a prom inent Nevada m ine owner, 
N. H . A. Mason, th e Nevada cattle baron, 
and Delegate Lyons, one of Colorado’i 
cattle kings. 
'The Democratic party m ust protect 
the silver interests of the Slope,” Dorsey 
was saying. ‘‘The Republicans will cer­ 
tainly insert a free coinage plank in their 
platform, and if we don't st 
* " 
plank, it will cost na 
on the Slopo this fall. 
“ It’s m ighty little Chanos W8 wfli got 
a t ti^e platform.” said Mr. Lyona, “ Bill 
8cott has got it in his grip already writ- 
‘ 
The people down E ast seem to 
k that out West we are not capable 
of taking care of oureelvee, and don’t 
know our wants. They think the whole 
country ought to go m ad every time 
they are bitten by a yellow dog.” 
“ Y ouneed’n t w orry.'Jim ,” said Mr. 
English, “ that silver plank will go in or 
there will be the biggest racket th e Na­ 
tional Democratic Convention ever had 
on its hands before.” 
We’ve got the pens and can borrow 
the iDk and know how to use them 
both,” Baid Mason, “ and before we get 
through with them , these Eastern fel­ 
lows will find we are capable of writing 
a plank.” 
A UTAH DELEGATE. 
Wm. A. Ferry, of Park City, U tah, a 
territorial delegate, said to a rep o rter: 
“ Now I don’t know but th at it 
is 
thoroughly undemocratic to have a sec­ 
ond, third or fourth choice for Vice­ 
President; however, after 
Thurm an, 
when it is dem onstrated th at neither the 
Grand Old Rom an' nor Gov. Gray, of 
Indiana, will be nom inated, I retain the 
recollection of Don M. Dickinson, of 
Michigan. I am a M ichigander and the 
only Democrat of my race. The U tah 
Democrats, and I may say the party gen­ 
erally, favor statesm en and statesm an­ 
ship. As to this tariff talk we wish to 
construe the President’s message literal­ 
ly and not as some would force us to be- 
»ve.” 
THE TARIFF PLANK OP 1884. 
Secretary Prince, Senator Gorman and 
others are said to have joined in a 
scheme to have the tariff platform of 
1884 re-affimed without any stronger en­ 
d o w m en t of tariff reform and without 
m ention of th e President’s message. 
This programme does not please Mor- 
.1 
. 
Wa$terson and the Demo­ 
crats of the Bouth and Southwest, and 
they are likely to join forces in defeating 
Gormaa. Ther have as yet selected no 
candidate for Oha irman against Gorman, 
but will do so to-morrow. 
_ 
. 
an Scott will doubtless be 
elected Chairm an of the National Com­ 
mittee and have personal charge of the 
campaign. To an Associated Press re- 
orter Scott said to-night: 
“ Nothing 
as been settled as to the platform or as 
to the Chairm an on the Committee on 
Resolutions.” W hen questioned as to 
the m ovement for Thurm an and th e 
vice-l’reeidency, Scott said 
sentim ent 
in fsvor of th e Ohisn seemed to be 
steadily gaining ground, but he addud; 
“ All this m ay be changed later. There 
are not enough delegates here yet to en­ 
able one to predict anything, and ail the 
present calculations may be upeet and 
to-day’s indications changed." 
COMPLIMENTARY VOTES FOR PENNOYSR. 
Delegate Jam es L. Cowan, of Albany, 
Oreg., said: “ Governor Pennoyer, of our 
State, will receive our oomplimentary 
vote for the Vice-Presidency, and then 
we shall proceed to business and whoop 
it up for Thurm an. 
We favor a reduc­ 
tion of the tariff, and the consequent |re- 
duction of tho treasury enrplae. 
We are 
not for absolute free trade.” 
Napoleon Davis, of the Balem, Oregon, 
delegation, said; “ Governor Pennoyer, 
of Oregon, is our first for Vice President. 
H e Is a strong m an, and will oarry the 
Paclfio coast if nom inated. Thurm an, of 
Ohio, la the only one considered after 
Governor Pennoyer. 
Aa to tariff and 
our wool interest, every disaffected sheep 


measure for tariff reduction. This ques- 
tiou was tho subject of lengthy informal 
conferences to-day among the various 
mem bers, and w’hilo Mills adherents 
evinced a determ ination to have th at 
measure endorsed in the resolutions, 
the opposition is so formidable at this 
tim e as to seem insurmountable.

Coast headquarters was the Mecca of 
the Democratic pilgrims this morning.

Shortly before mhl- 
iiipht tho bibulouB were warned by no- 
tko» prominently posted in tho bars, 
that no liquors would be served to-day, 
and th at it would be a wise forethought 
to lay in a stock of wet goods. This cau­ 
tion was neglected, hence tho despair of 
the visitors, who sighed for just au eye- 
opener to brace them for a dull day.

THIRST ALLAYED. 
The day’s programme was initiated by 
delegations flocking to the parlor of the 
Southern, which had been royally stock­ 
ed with products of the Pacific Coast.

THE HOOSIKR BOOMERS.
